HARRITY HUMPS HIMSELF.

The Secrvtary of Smte Fastens to Talk of
the Declaration of Wallace for Pattison
—He Suys Pattison Won't Go Baock on
Cleveland.

PHILADELFHIA, April ~ 10. — When
spoken to in reference to the reported
declaration of Senator Wallace in faver of
having the Demovratie State convention
indorse Governor Pattison as a candidate
for President, Secrctary of State William
F. Harrity said:

*I know whereof I speak when I state
that Governor Pattison bas not consented to
have his name placed before the coming
Demoecratie State convention asa candidste
for DPresident either as the first or
seeond ehoice of the Demoaracy of
Pennsylvania. I am sure that any move-

ment started for any such purpose wonld
not mest with his approval. Governor Put-
tisnn {8 unquestionably very strong in the
uffections and confldenca of the people of
tnis State, and if Mr. Cleveland were nota
onndidate, T believe the Governor would re-
ceivo the unitea support of the Pennsyl-
vanin delezation to the Democratic Na-
tional Convention, ns he would of the dele-
fnzinm- from some other States, But the

Jemoerats of this State favor Grover Cleve-
land for President, wnd the State Convention
i= certnin to indorse him with emphnsis and
cordiality. Those who mean to give Mr.
Cloeveland their sineere and snrnest npgu‘;_t
are among the warmest friends that -
ernor Pattison has in Pennsvivania, and I

ean assure you thnt they will do so with the
nulqu.ul ifled approval of the Governor bhim-
sell

Wallnon Acting in Good Faith,

“Thea declaration of Senator Wallace was,
of course, made in zood fuith, but the efect
of adopting the sugzestlon that Governor
Pattison should be supported by the Penn-
sylvanin delogates wonld be to materially
prejudice Mr. Cleveland's eandidaey. Those
who oppose Mr. Cleveland have been indns-
triously at work for some time pastin en-
cournging other candidates in various
States =0 as to diminish Mr. Cleveland’s
strength. Ir thoy eould snceed in removing
him from further consideration they would
then combine u someone else, and in all
probability it wonld not be upon any of
those who had been used to kill off Mr.
Cleveland,

*“At varions times doring the past three
months,” added the Secretary of Sta “the
cnomies of both Mr, Cleveland and Gover-
nor Pattison were ongaged in an effort to
confuse and mislead the Domocrats of the
State. Their literary bureau was at work in
some places telling Democrats that =ome of
us were not loval to the Governor beenuse
wo favored Mr, Clevelnnd for President: in
other places they were informed that we
were not for Mr, Cleveland, ana that we
were quietly at work getting delegates
elected to support Governor Pattison; and
in still other parts of the State they were

HARRISON MAY DECLINE.

He Tells Wanamaker He Waants the Party
Hurmonious—The Postmaster General
Warned to Keep Away From Quay—The
Eenator Agaln Booms Blaine,

PHILADELPHIA, April 10.—[Special ]—
There will be no reconciliation between
Senator Quay and President Harrison, and
as a result Mr. Harrison may sventuslly
not be a candidate for renomination, A few
days ago Congressmen Bingham, O'Neill
and Revburn, sccompanied by Postmdster
General Wanamaker, ecalled upon the
President to urge him to forget the past and
receive Quay. This was with the idea
that the Pennsylvania Republican Conven-
tion, to be held on the 20th, would declare
for Harrlson and assure him of the 64 dele-
gates of the State. The surprise of the gen-
tlemen was great when the President turned
to Mr. Wanamaker and sald:

“The less you have to do with Mr. Quay
the Letter it will be for yourself. He is not
a fit man to associate with."

Following this up the President said that
he was not so certain about acce a Te-
nomination unless he was assured that the
party was harmonious, and that it would
stund together on all questions. He safd he
suw here and there evidences of dissatisfac-
tion, and that he preferred to stand aside
rather than to place himself in the powerof
Mr. Quay nnd some other men who had at-
gmp to the terms for renomina-

on.
The President said to the Congressmen
thnt he would not place the patronage of
Ponnsylvania in 's bands becruse the
men Quay recommended to him were
no better than himself, and wers not it to
hold positions. The President said that irit
depende&l;ggn uay that he should get the
Pennsyl d tion, then he would nos
get it. Mr, Wanamaker talked in his most
persuasive mapner, but 1t was of no avail
And the President warnedl the Postmaster
General, 85 & Presbyterian brother, to
h!;p away from Quay.

AN AWKWARD PRECEDENT.

Chicagoans Begin to Think They Will
Get Those Millions, but

THERE WILL BE A FIGHT FOR THEM,

Third Party Men to Start an Organ With
Which They Can Dance.

A SENATOR'S EMBARRASSING BREAK

|SPECIAL TELEGRAM TO TIE DISPATCH.)

WasSHINGTON, April 10.—John Russell
Young, ex-Minister to Chins, said to-day:
“The Chinese correspondence in regard to
Mr. Blair shows a series of misconceptions.
The Pekin anthorities probably never gave
the matter other than cursory consideration.
The temper in the Chinese dispatches comes
from Li Hung Chang, an imperious, haughty
statesman, and prone to awift and
angry conclusions. It is a surprise
that our legatjon did mot easrnestly
resent the tone of thess objections to Mr.
Blair, if not the objections themselves It
was a grave departure from the traditions of
Western diplomacy with China, traditions
which show the courtesy, the pstience and
the indifference of the Chinese to have an
American Minister objected to. The pre-
cedent is awkward. I cannot conceive a
bint of such an intention coming to the
Legation without a serious protest.

“However,our whole policy toward China
since the Scott exclusion treaty has been
despicable. Instead of miding to restrain
immigration it has developed antagonism to
American progress,

FPlaying Into Engiand’s Hand,

““We have never gone us far as the Chi-
nese would have us in the immigration
business—and yet what little we have done

has been exquisitely offensive to the most
polite, the moss considerate and the mwost
amiable J)eople in the world,

“A rude, uneducated, paltry-minded boor
comes into my drawing room, tlprud.s his
muddy boots over the chairs, lolls about
resking with rum and tobaceo, and 15 aston-
ished becunse [ donot deem himagentie-
man, This {llustrates the impression we
have mude in Chinm, and My, Biair was re-
Jected us an expression of resenunrut—not
azainst that gentleman, but on grund diplo-
metic demennor in recent yours. I do not
envy Mr. Denby his complications, We
huave plaved into the hand of Englund with
an ability and consecutive cnergy which
must awaken joy in Downing street.”

Chicago People Expect Those Millions,

Strange Ideas of Soms Heformers.

Yon search soclety in vain for any indica-
tion of a disposition to undertake moral re-
form. Multitudes of peovle have strango
ideas about the iImprovement of society, and
they concern themselves citiefly in repent-
Ing of other la's sins, notably the sins of
tho police np::l’po:lur public officials. The
moral condition, I have no hesimtion in
saying, i8 worse to-dsy than it was two
months ago, .

The great demand of our day is the de-
mand for personal relixion and bigher
moral standards of thought and uwotlon,. We
should, of course, always strive to _do our
best and put the best men in ofice. mom-
ber that the good man in office will be power-
less unless snpported by pure publicopinfon.
But pure public opinlon does not now exiss,
and the man who, in the of over-
whelming wickedness, undertakes to ad-
minister the laws of the munieipality In ae-
cordunce with righteous principles, will be
overtaken by a storm of indignation. Publie
opinion muss first be recinimed, then puri-
fled. Only then shall we be preplre& to
deal with this awful wickedness that now
successfully defles the law. I therefore pre-
sant to yon the religion 8f Jesus Christ as
tho only element that can secure the reform
and the livi Christian, oleansed of all
duplicity, the only reformer.

It is
known that they undertook to adup the
eattle on the ranges this year without pay-
ing much attention to the regular round-

ups or the recognized Live Stock mo&m-
ﬂm. Last year the thieves were ontwitfed
to a considerable extent, and when the
had stolen reached the
Eastern markets they wore selzad by the In-
spectors or detectives of the Western Live
tock Associations, and the proceeds of
their sales were placed subject to cleimants
fn the treasuries of the Live Stock Commis-
swoners. Thousands of dollnrs of soch money
still lie in the treasury of the Wyoming Live
Stock Association at Cheyenne, ™
For this reason, principaliy, the thieves
started out on an early round-ap this year,
hoping to head off the cattiemen by
early selling of stolen stock. Since the raid
n the rastlers have undertaken to re-
talinte by an indiscriminate and wasteiul
slaughter of cattle and horses bal to
the cattlemen. The number of cattle they
have stolen and destroyed is almost beyond
estimate, and thelr stealings of horses are
estimated to bave reached 10,000 head.
